Saturday morning when he su f-! 
fered a chill. Returning to his 
b om e-* t rn mod i at el y, Dr. W. A. 
Hobbs was summoned. As only 
one lung was congested Mr. Pat­ 
terson was believed to be recov­ 
ering until Thursday evening 
when his condition took a change 
for the worse.

MONROE PATTERSON 


Death, coming like a thief in the night, today claimed 
Monroe Patterson, a philanthropist in every sense of the 
^term. 
P 
He gave his life as a sacrifice to the weight of the re* 
-ponsibility of the initial work on the Mary A. Patterson 
Christian Home for Girls, which he was erecting on a 
Fourth street site in memory of his wife. 
Pneumonia, 
believed to have developed from exposure while supervis­ 
ing work on the structure, was the cause of death. 
East Liverpool loses her leading citizen with his pass­ 
ing, for he has long been identified with the progress of 
the community and essayed no unimportant role in 
many civic welfare movements, although always main­ 
taining a position in the background. Eager to show hit 
appreciation of the value of physical training for the 
youth of the community, he purchased the West End Ball 
Park, now Known*as Patterson Field, and deeded it to the 
city as a place for outdoor school athletics. 
And on the 
day he was stricken, the field was dedicated. 
Within a few weeks after this gift, he announced 
plans for the erection of the home for employed girls in 
honor of his late wifq, a project which Mrs. Patterson had 
urged during the months preceding her death. 
These are two outward evidences of the philan­ 
thropic of Mr. Patterson. 
Intimate friends attest hU 
generosity in scores of ways, yet, because of his modest 
nature, he declined to permit his liberality to become 
M>lic. 
Many of his employees, however, have come in 
contact with his kindly nature and testify to his own way 
aiding his fellow man. 
Hard work, combined with a keen sense of justice and 
broadmindedness, as well as business acumen were fac­ 
tors in his success as a foundry owner, pottery manufac­ 
turer, banker and capitalist. He was a citizen of whom 
East Liverpool was proud.

Death, coming like a thief in the night, today claimed 
Monroe Patterson, a philanthropist in every sense of the 
^ t c r x n . 
W 
He gave his life as a sacrifice to the weight of the re­ 
sponsibility of the initial work on the Mary A. Patterson 
Christian Home for Girls, which he was erecting on a 
Fourth street site in memory of his wife. 
Pneumonia, 
believed to have developed from exposure while supervis­ 
ing work on the structure, was the cause of death. 
East Liverpool loses her leading citizen with his pass­ 
ing, for he has long been identified with the progress of 
the (community and essayed no unimportant role in 
many civic welfare movements, although always main­ 
taining a position in the background. Eager to show his 
appreciation of the value of physical training for the 
youth of the community, he purchased the West End Ball 
Park, now mown*a* Patterson Field, and deeded it to the 
city as a place for outdoor school athletics. 
And on the 
day he was stricken, the field was dedicated. 
Within a few weeks after this gift, he announced 
plans for the erection of the home for employed girls in 
honor of his late wif<^ a project which Mrs. Patterson had 
urged during the months preceding her death. 
These are two outward evidences of the philan­ 
thropic of Mr. Patterson. 
Intimate friends attest his 
generosity in scores of ways, yet, because of his modest 
nature, he declined to permit his liberality to become 
^ubUc. 
Many of his employees, however, have come in 
f 
contact with his kindly nature and testify to his own way 
»§ aiding his fellow man. 


Hard wo k, combined with a keen sense of justice and 
broadmindedness, as well as business acumen were fac­ 
tors in his success as a foundry owner, pottery manufac­ 
turer, hanker and capitalist. He was a citizen of whom 
East Liverpool was proud. 
His place in the community 
will be hard to fill.

A martyr to the tremendous responsi­ 
bilities placed upon mistress of the White 
House, and the shock occasioned by the 
death of her husband fifteen months ago, 
Florence Kling Harding widow of the late 
President Warren G. Balding, is dead at 
Marion. 
Her thousands of friends, hundreds of 
whom knew her intimately by reason of her 
partnership with her husband not only in his 
newspaper business at Marion, but in the po­ 
litical honors bestowed upon him by his na­ 
tive state and his country, pay her the tri­ 
bute of being one of the most popular women 
who ever presided at the executive mansion 
in the national c a p i t a l — vivacious, sincere 
and lovable. 
From the day she became the bride of 
Warren G. Harding, then a poor country edi­ 
tor, she shared his burdens. Their family 
relationship was a partnership in every sense 
of the term. The success of the Marion Star, 
long in the possession of the Harding family, 
was due as much to her efforts as to those of 
her beloved husband. 
She took charge of 
the finances of the paper, when it was a 
struggle to meet the Saturday payroll, man­ 
aged circulation and collected the bills. She 
was her husbands counselor in politics as 
well as business, and he allays heeded her 
advice. 
Mr. Harding’s election to the United 
States Senate, w here he was a recognized 
leader, and his later call to the White House 
was a tax upon her mind and body as much 
as upon her husband’s. 
As another writer 
says, it meant the giving of everything she 
possessed at the demand of her country. 
She will be cherished long In the memory 
of the people of the nation for whom she sac­ 
rificed her life.

He foresees low Interest rates, much build­ 
ing and higher wages, all pleasant predictions. 
British financiers are worried about our outlook, 
which Is kind of them.

But, they need not worry, with Mr. Mellon 
In charge of nation finance.

Wedded Prosperity 
Many a married man, in spite of his bless­ 
edness, sighs for the days when he “always 
had plenty of money.” He imagines that if 
he were still single, he would be far better ol I 
.financially. And he is nearly always wrong 
about it. 
The treasurer of Cook county, 111., which 
includes Chicago, has been looking into the 
subject, and finds that the bachelor’s finan­ 
cial superiority doesn’t last long. At 24, he 
generally has 5 per cent more taxable prop­ 
erty than a married man of the same age. 
Hut after that, the supposedly harrassed hus­ 
band forges ahead. At 28, the husband’s tax­ 
able wealth is 3 per cent greater than the 
bachelor’s. At 38, it is 17 per cent greater, 
and at 48, 20 per cent greater. 
The treasurer does not attempt to explain 
this situation. But common observation sug­ 
gests some reasonable explanations. Fore­ 
most among them, perhaps, is the fact that 
the bachelor, having less incentive to effort 
than the husband and father, is less energetic 
and makes less money. Marriage is a great 
stimulus to ambition, A second reason is 
that what money the bachelor does make, he 
spends more carelessly. The head of a family 
learns to be thrifty, and so saves and “salts 
down” part of his earnings, in spite of his 
heavy necessary expenses. 


People Are Buying 
If times have been hard this year, or are 
hard at present, the big chain stores and mail 
order houses don’t know it. 
A Chicago house reports an almost in­ 
credible wave of prosperity. A big depart­ 
ment store with branches in various cities 
estimates that its sales will reach $105,000,- 
000 for the year, against $90,000,000 last 
year and $61,000,000 the year before. A New 
York concern expects to do several million 
dollars’ worth of business more than in 1923.

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Death Of Mrs. Harding 


A m artyr to the tremendous responsi­ 
bilities placed upon m istress of the White 
House, and the shock occasioned by the 
death of her husband fifteen m onths ago, 
Florence Kling H arding widow of the late 
President W arren G. Harding, is dead at 
Marion. 
H er thousands of friends, hundreds of 
whom knew her intimately by reason of her 
partnership with her husband not only in his 
newspaper business at Marion, but in the po­ 
litical honors bestowed upon him by his na­ 
tive state and his country, pay her the tri­ 
bute of being one of the most popular women 
who ever presided at the executive mansion 
in the national capital—vivacious, sincere 
and lovable. 
From the day she became the bride of 
W arren G. Harding, then a poor country edi­ 
tor, she shared his burdens. 
Their family 
relationship was a partnership in every sense 
of the term . The .success of the Marion Star, 
long in the possession of the H arding family, 
was due as much to her efforts as to those of 
her beloved husband. 
She took charge of 
the finances of the paper, when it was a 
struggle to m eet the Saturday pay nill, m an­ 
aged circulation and collected the bills. She 
was her h u s b a n d counselor in politics as 
well as business, and he aV ays heeded her 
advice. 
Mr. Harding’s election to the United 
States Senate, where he was a recognized 
leader, and his later call to the W hite House 
was a tax upon her mind and body as much 
as upon h er husband’s.

W edded Prosperity 
Many a married man, in spite of his bless­ 
edness, sighs for the days when he “always 
had plenty of money.” 
He imagines th at if 
he were still single, he would lie far better off 
financially. 
And he is nearly always wiling 
about it. 
The treasurer of Cook county, 111., which 
includes Chicago, has been looking into the 
subject, and finds th at the bachelor’s finan- 
ical superiority doesn’t last long. 
At 24, he 
generally has 5 per cent more taxable prop­ 
erty than a m arried man of the same age. 
But after that, the supposedly harrassed hus­ 
band forges ahead. At 28, the husband’s tax­ 
able wealth is 3 per cent greater than the 
bachelor’s. At 38, it is 17 per cent greater, 
and at 48, 20 per cent greater. 
The treasurer does not attem pt to explain 
this situation. But common observation sug­ 
gests some reasonable explanations. Fore­ 
most among them, perhaps, is the fact that 
the bachelor, having less incentive to effort 
than the husband and father, is less energetic 
and makes less money. M arriage is a great 
stimulus to ambition. A second reason is 
th at what money the bachelor does make, he 
spends more carelessly. The head of a family 
learns to be thrifty, and so saves and “salts 
down” part of his earnings, in spite of his 
heavy necessary expenses.

in 1922. 
A big drygoods organization says 
its earnings this year will be about $20 a 
shale. Four other dealers, which reach into 
every community in America and into almost 
every home, say their sales have shown a 
good increase and indicate a continuation of 
the demand. 
Here is proof of the best kind, from many 
sources, th at the plain people—the average 
consumers, who count most in any estimate 
of national well-being—have money and are 
buying.
